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The history of U.S. labor, like all history, is a 
record of man’s efforts to better himseif. Be- 
cause of the interplay of forces in which it 
began, it is also a chiaroscuro of dark melo- 
drama and bright but long-deferred hope. It 
began shortly after the American Revolution 
when eastern printers and shoemakers organ- 
ized to better working conditions; the first 
strike of record came in 1786 in Philadelphia.

THE COLLAPSE OF PRICE CONTROLS 


‘The resignation of Tighe Woods, Truman’s third price administrator 
in two years, may have alarmed some housewives. Only a few weeks 
before his sudden walkout, he concluded from a nationwide trip that 
most housewives wanted price controls even though they didn’t un- 
derstand them. Having determined this, he threw in the towel. 

Does this mean, with an incoming Republican administration which 
dislikes controls, that we are in for another round of rising prices? 
On the contrary, Eisenhower has given us every reason to expect the 
most realistic handling of inflation since World War I. 

He put his finger on the problem and its cure in his October 22 
speech at Troy, N.Y. The inflation, he said, was fired by the Ad- 
ministration’s refusal to use mone al powers it already 


possessed, while screaming for a price control law to deal superficially 
with its own bungling. They neglected those simple indirect checks 
on the money and credit supply which, as the London Economist r 
cently acknowledged, “constitute the most powerful and pervasive 
weapon of economic control that any government can use.” 

So the collapse of price controls need not mean the renewal of in- 
flation. It can be handled by two main policies: 1) balancing the fed- 
eral budget (this may mean some delay in general tax reductions), and 
2) more freedom for the Federal Reserve Board to use without politi- 
cal interference its legal powers over the supply of money and credit. 
No quantity of price administrators or ceilings can take the place of 
economic sense and honesty in high places. 


HOW COMMUNISTS USE ‘PROJECTION’ 


‘The People’s Congress for Peace will open next week in Vienna. If we 
read the form charts correctly, it should be a saturnalia of what psy- 
chiatrists call “projection.” 

To project—in the psychiatric sense—means to pick out a goat to 
blame for your own sins. Projection is psychological buck-passi 
attempt to snatch the skeleton from your closet and stuff it into the 
closet of another in order to ease your conscience. 

Not only individuals, but the governments of totalitarian s\ 
dulge in projection. As a deliberate practitioner, Stalin has made a 
fumbling tyro of Hitler, inventor of the Big Lie. Since the war nearly 
half a billion people—from the Philippines to Israel—have obtained 
their liberty from the Western nations which formerly dominated 
them. Meantime more than half a billion other people—from Czech- 
oslovakia to China—have been enslaved by the Kremlin. Yet because 
of the Kremlin's ceaseless, screaming projection, “imperialism” is a 
word the Western nations still wince at. 

Next week’s Peace Congress is bound to be a three-ring projection 
cireus for the simple reason that it is being staged by the Cominform, 
the Kremlin’s international agitation-and-screaming apparatus. That 
Stalin should have the effrontery to stage another peace congress is, 
of course, as though Hitler had called a Congress to Combat Race 
Prejudice. The actual Communist logic on peace should by now be 
well known: 1) true world peace can be attained only when the whole 
world has been made Communist; 2) therefore any nation that resists 
Communism is against peace and is in fact a mad dog fascist collec- 
jon of warmongers. 

In last week’s New Leader, G.E.R. Gedye reports from Vienna a 
series of antipacifist fulminations from beyond the Iron Curtain. Only 
Jast September, for instance, Alexei Cepicka, the Czechoslovakian war 
minister and Premier Gottwald’s son-in-law, said, “The Communist

ignals off! The agitational purposes of the Peace Congress re- 
quire a new party line. Pacifism is no longer “detrimental”; its advo- 
cates are wanted in Vienna. The Cominform is after warmhearted or 
furry-minded men with prominent names; in the good old Popular 
Front manner of the 1930s, it is again roping in the earth’s intellectual 
chumps. There will doubtless be some legitimate pacifists at the con- 
gress, lending their half-intentional support to its archprojectionist 
theme: that America is the heir of Hitlerism. 

A prime projection at the congress will be the case of Julius and 
Ethel Rosenberg, the atom spies who have been condemned to death 
by a U.S. court. Since the Rosenbergs have not yet exhausted their 
legal recourses, Americans need not yet decide whether this extreme 
sentence should for any reason be commuted. Meanvhile the 
will be presented at Vienna as something it demonstrably is not: the 
opening crash of a wave of Ame emitism. That will be this 
year's substitute for last year's charges of germ warfare 

But will the recent Prague purge trial, which has just condemned 
11 Czech Communist leaders to death for sabotage and “Zionism, 
be discussed at the People’s Congress for Peace? Will it be pointed out 
that its purpose was to win friends for Communism among the Arab 
nations, to put the blame for all Czechoslovakia’s troubles on its 
Jews and to convince Germans in East Germany that, after all, Hitler 
was right? We don’t think that it will: such a facing of facts would be 
contrary to the Communist strategy of projection. 


HUNS AND REPATRIATION 


A lot of people are reading Gibbon these days for the gloomy thrill 
of finding superficial analogies between the fall of Rome and the “de- 
cline” of the West. But sometimes the analogies show that the West 
is still eapable of doing right what the Romans did wrong. The follow- 
ing excerpt tells how the younger Emperor Theodosius mishandled 
the Fifth Century version of our Korean prisoner issue. It is from 
Chapter 34 of the Decline and Fall, dealing with a treaty between the 
Eastern Empire and Attila the Hun: 

“The King of the Huns appears to have established as a principle 
of national jurisprudence, that he could never lose the property 
which he had once acquired in the persons who had yielded either a 
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voluntary or reluctant submission to his authority. From this princi- 
ple [he] concluded . . . that the Huns who had been taken prisoners 
in-war should be released without delay . . . and that all the barbari- 
ans who had deserted the standard of Attila should he restored without. 
any promise or stipulation of pardon. In the execution of this cruel 
and ignominious treaty, the [Roman] officers were forced to massa- 
cre several loyal and noble deserters who refused to devote them- 
selves to certain death; and the Romans forfeited all reasonable claims 
to the friendship of any Scythian people by this public confession 
that they were destitute either of faith or power to protect the sup- 
pliants who had embraced the throne of Theodosius.”

The Justice Department had an antitrust case 
in the works in Chicago last week that prom- 
ised not only to be interminably long but 
snarled in legalities and red tape. Normally 
such cases are thumpingly dull, But this time 
the federal government was out after the Du 
Ponts, the most powerful, proud and tightly 
knit of the nation’s family clans, and for once 
a civil suit took on an awesome glitter. It was 
not enough that 117 of the family, from pa- 
triarchs Irénée and Pierre (right) to little chil- 
dren were defendants. These were joined by 
General Motors, the world’s biggest auto mak- 
er; U.S. Rubber, one of the biggest tire manu- 
facturers; three Du Pont holding concerns; 
and by the huge Du Pont Company itself, 
which built the U.S. an atomic energy plant for 
a fee of just $1. The government charge was

Czech Reds find Zionism a hanging offense; 24 new cardinals are named 


CLEMENTIS AND VISHINSKY IN HAPPIER DAYS 


In the biggest of all the satellites’ purge trials a 
Czechoslovakian court last week convicted 14 men 
of treason and espionage, sentenced 11 of them to 
hang and three to life imprisonment. The chief vic- 
tims were Rudolf Slansky, former secretary-general 
of the Czech Communist party, and former Foreign 
Minister Vladimir Clementis, both of whom were 
charged with conspiring to murder President Klem- 
ent Gottwald and to replace his government with a 
Titoist regime. The prosecutor in his demand for a 
death sentence said, “They are rats, snakes and can- 
nibals, and the verdict of the judges must fall like an 
iron fist on this nest of snakes without mercy.” 
But this was not just another Communist purge 
to remove defective party members, The most omi- 
nous fact to emerge is that all but three of the 14 vie- 
tims were Jews and that one of their chief crimes was 
“Zionism” (see Editorial, p. 36). Taking a lesson 
from the Nazi trials of the "30s, the Communists 
have begun to blame the Jews for all shortcomings, 
leaving the party itself with a “clear” record,

India satisfies U.S. but net Russia 


After India twice amended its proposal on the Korean war (Lire, Dec. 
1), the U.S. was willing to agree to it but Russia was not. Before the 
U.N. Political and Security Committee could put the resolution to a 
vote, the Indian delegate asked for a delay so that he could discuss the 
problem with his government. Since Andrei Vishinsky had already 
called India’s peace effort a “rotten resolution” and demanded that it 
be amended to include an immediate cease-fire and forcible repatria- 
tion of prisoners, Western nations feared the delay might mean either 
withdrawal of the Indian resolution or amendment along Soviet lines. 
To add to the West's alarm, Communist China’s Foreign Minister 
Chou En-lai made a radio broadcast from Peking supporting the 
Vishinsky plan, and demanding full repatriation of prisoners.

the past year alone, members have helped save 
11 lives in fires and automobile accidents. Try- 
ing to improve the record, their scoutmaster, 
Jack all devised a new way to teach 
first aid. Reasoning that scouts might have to 
give help in the event of a disaster when they 
had no equipment handy and virtually no light 
to see by, he has been training his troop to 
give first aid in absolute darkness, using only 
parts of regulation scout clothing for splints 
and bandages. 

pite some fumbling and mistakes, most 
of the scouts have learned how to truss up their 
patients, and some of them have become very 
proficient at it (next page). Though earnest, 
the scouts’ practice periods usually include 
a little horseplay. One boy, treating a mock 
head wound, exclaimed, “I need an anesthetic 
here!” and held his sock over his victim’s nose.

EARTH'S INTERIOR (/c/i), 
if laid bare by a slice from 
pole to pole, would reveal a 
structure like that of some 
titanic fruit. The outer skin 
is a rock crust 10 to 30 miles 
thick. Beneath it lies an inner 
shell 2,000 miles thick. The 
core is a ball of molten iron 
twice as thick as the moon. 


EARTH'S CRUST consists of 
two layers: a top layer com- 
posed mostly of folded granite, 
of which the continents are 
built; and a “basement” of 
basalt, a black rock heavier 
than granite, Mountain roots 
reach into the red-hot rock of 
the inner shell. Fingers of ba- 
salt are old volcanic fissures. 


THE EARTH IS BORN conrimuro 


supplied a coherent system of geologic chronology: the 
calendar of fossils pu8hed back the time of creation 
untold millions of years. 

However, the reading of the rocks remained a formi- 
dable task. All across the scarred, pitted, folded face of 
the earth, the record of the past has been obscured or 
obliterated by the scouring of glaciers, repeated out- 
pourings of volcanic lava, and cons of erosion by rain 
and frost. It was not until the discovery of radioactivity 
around 1900 that the age of the earth could be fixed 
with approximate precision. For the radioactive ele- 
ments, such as uranium, thorium and radium, decay at 
fixed rates that are independent of heat, pressure or any 
external influence. Each loses in a given period a certain 
proportion of atoms which then undergo a long series of 
transformations at a fixed, known rhythm, ending up 
eventually as atoms of lead. One gram of uranium, for 
example, yields 1/7,600,000,000th of a gram of lead per 
year. So it is possible to weigh the amount of uranium 
in any bit of radioactive rock against its residue of lead 
and thus calculate how long ago the deposit was formed. 

Careful analyses of radioactive rocks in all parts of 
the world have failed to disclose any older than two and 
a half billion years—these are in South Africa—thus 
pointing to the conclusion that the earth’s crust solidi- 
fied about three billion years ago. Other approaches to 
the problem—calculations of the ratio of salt in the 
ocean to the amount of salts annually conveyed by riv- 
ers to the sea, as well as recent studies of stellar com- 
bustion and galactic movements—all indicate a begin- 
ning, a creation fixed in time. The date always falls 
within certain crude limits, never less than two billion 
years, never more than four or five. And so the earth 
did not exist always. Yet it is older far than man from 
his brief temporal perspective ever surmised till now. 


T is when one turns from the question When to the 
question How that science enters the deep waters. 
Any study of origins must begin with a knowledge of 
present state; and it is the paradox of geophysics that 
its greatest mysteries lie just under our feet. Although 
the implements of astronomy have taught us much 
about the stellar universe up to a radius of a billion 
light years, our knowledge of what lies beneath us ter- 
minates a few fathoms down. The greatest depth to 
which man has ever penetrated the earth is a 20,521- 
foot oil well in Wyoming, less than four miles and only 
1/1,000th of the distance to the terrestrial center. For 
this reason geophysics is of all sciences least sure of it- 
self and most beset by conflicting interpretations of the 


fragmentary evidence at hand. For this same reason 
man’s concepts of the earth’s interior have often been 
compounded of fantasy and fear. As great a scientist as 
the English astronomer Halley thought the earth might 
be a hollow cavern inhabited by some race of subter- 
ranean beings. Yet the phenomena of volcanoes, earth- 
quakes and geysers clearly suggested more dreadful 
things below the surface. In every age the underworld 
has been the destination of the damned and often as not 
adomain of everlasting fire. Today the evidence appears 
to sustain this last concept; the interior of the earth is 
not populated, but it is fiery hot. 

Heat measurements in mines and deep borings in the 
earth’s crust show that the temperature increases at an 
average rate of about 1°F. for every 60 feet of depth. At 
two miles it reaches the boiling point of water, and at 
30 miles the melting point of rocks (2,200°). It is at 
this lower level that the lavas of volcanoes are common- 
ly formed, whence they work upward through cracks in 
the solid layers above. This steep temperature gradient 
does not continue, however, all the way to the center. 
Recent discoveries disclose that much of the heat of the 
upper strata emanates from radioactive elements which 
occur in concentrated deposits near the surface. Far- 
ther down the temperature curve tapers off, so that its 
maximum at the core may be around 10,000° or about 
that of the surface of the sun, 

The picture most generally accepted by geophysicists 
today envisages the planet as composed of three main 
concentric spheres. The earth cannot be built through- 
out of the kind of rocks we see on the surface, for such 
a composition would account for less than half of its 
known mass of 6,600 million million million tons. In- 
vestigations have shown moreover that its density in- 
creases toward the center, and furthermore that its cen- 
tral core is probably in a liquid state. All considerations 
argue that the deep heart of the earth must be a gigantic 
ball of molten iron (with perhaps some nickel and other 
elements), 4,000 miles in diameter or about the size of 
Mars. Yet the physical properties of this great ball are 
unknown, for the stupendous pressures at the core 
(46,500,000 pounds per square inch) would crush the 
iron molecules into a strange dense substance techni- 
cally a “liquid” yet unlike any liquid we have ever 
seen or can imagine. Surrounding the molten iron core 
and reaching almost to the surface is the earth’s great 
inner shell, 2,000 miles thick, known as the “mantle.” 
Here again seismology and other branches of earth sci- 
ence combine to suggest its make-up. The mineral 
which satisfies most requirements is olivine, a heavy 
gray-green rock of iron-magnesium silicates. Its con 
tion seems, paradoxically, to be both rigid and plastic,

of basalt (a black rock often found in lava), 10 to 20 miles thick, 
which lines the ocean basins and unde the land. Topmost of 
all, rising like icebergs above the northern sea, stand the granite con- 
tinents on which we live. Some geophysicists describe them as “float- 
ing,” for granite is lighter than basalt, as basalt is lighter than olivine 
and olivine lighter than iron. So our great land are, curiously, 
the lightest of the ials that compose the terrestrial sphe 
trange anatomy, with its descending layers of ever-heavier 
elements and ever-higher temperatu ests that the earth was 
once molten and even now has hardly begun to cool.

It 
must have taken at least that long for the new-formed crust of the 
earth to cool from the freezing point of rocks (1,000°-2,000°) to the 
boiling point of water (212°). But at last the day came when rains fell 
and did not boil away. And the falling rains hastened the cooling 
process and quickened the condensation of the clouds. No one can say 
how long this greatest deluge of all time went on—perhaps for cen- 
turies. But when at last the clouds thinned, the primeval oceans glit- 
tered in the rays of the bright new sun. Many eons elapsed before the 
sea basins became brim-full as they are today. Since that first great 
flood the level of the earth’s waters has risen and fallen many times; 
coastlines have changed; the seas have crept inland and receded; and 
the profile of the continents has been repeatedly revised. 


S the earth’s interior continued to cool, it contracted, shrinking 
away from its outer crust as a dried apple shrinks within it 
And like the apple skin the earth’s crust wrinkled.

Throughout geologic time violent periods of mountain building, 
when the earth’s crust readjusted itself to thermal contraction and 
the changing stresses of its load, have alternated with longer periods 
of calm, when the implacable rains drilled away at the mountaintops, 
leaching out their minerals, carving canyons and gorges, sweeping 
the substance of the mountains down to the insatiable sea. Then for 
millions of years the earth lay flat and the oceans rose from their 
basins and encroached on the continents, and the land was level and 
featureless, save for slow rivers and shallow inland seas—until once 
again the crust revolted and new mountains arose. 

Somewhat more than one billion years ago there came an age of 
prodigious upheaval which geologists call the Laurentian Revolution, 
because the roots of some of the great mountains that were reared 
then still lie embedded in the Laurentian Hills of eastern Canada. All 
over the world the earth’s crust revolted, warping upward and down- 
ward to form oceanic deeps and vast mountain chains. Here and there 
the process of crustal uplift was accompanied by earthquakes and 
voleanic outbursts. The Laurentians, in particular, were born amid 
such a fury of volcanic activity as the earth has not known since— 
a stupendous upwelling of molten rock that engulfed two million 
square miles of the region around Hudson Bay in a cover of lava 
two miles thick. It is still there today—the great granite floor of the 
Canadian Shield. The Appalachian Chain came into existence 200 
million years ago, a range then splendid as the modern Alps but now 
long since leveled by erosion, so today only its underlying folds re- 


main to suggest the snow-crowned peaks that once marched unbroken

Mountain chains impede the flow of air, and land bridges that arise in 
times of continental uplift divert the warm currents of the oceans, 
producing local climatic extremes. During the Appalachian Revolu- 
tion, which affected both northern and southern hemispheres, i 
caps covered Africa up to the Tropic of Capricorn, and South America 
to within 10° of the Equator. Yet the vagaries of glaciers sug 
their recurring presence cannot be explained as an effect of mountain- 
building alone. 

The causes of the earth’s periodic ice ages constitute one of the 
deepest engimas of geo-history. Some scientists have explained them 
by atmospheric factors—changes in the chemical composition of the 
air, or lingering clouds of volcanic ash that in times of crustal unrest 
might filter out the sun’s warm rays for periods of time. Others have 
suggested astronomical causes, like fluctuations in the intensity of 
solar radiation, or shifts in the position of the earth with respect to 
the sun. The ellipse of the earth’s orbit alternately lengthens and 
contracts, and the earth’s axis tilts at now greater, now smaller 
angles of inclination. Yet no one factor suffices; perhaps all of them 
must operate together,

into the sea, until all the towering peaks we know lie crumbled on the 
ocean floor. But new summits will arise, And again, at intervals so 
vast as to be meani in man’s meager dimension of time, the 
earth’s face will buckle, volcanoes will roar, glaciers will abrade the 
pla ing new lakes and rivers in their wake, and the 


and forests, le 


will rise and fall. 


‘OR the earth is still young. Though man has known less than a 
Fences ndth part of the time since living things first stirred in Pa- 
leozoic seas, though life itself is but the most recent chapter of geo- 
logic time—yet the earth is still young. Its existence will probably 
continue as long as the sun’s, and the sun is a young star. The best 
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testimony of astrophysics suggests that the solar fuel supply will 
last for many billions of years. Barring some rare catastrophe, like 
a stellar collision, the earth should continue to wheel in its orbit 
so long as the sun remains unchanged. Astronomers used to believe 
that in the end the sun would fade, like a dying ember, and that 
as its brilliance dimmed, terrestrial life would succumb to the chill 
of space, the oceans would freeze, the continents revert to barren 
rock. But they know more today about the processes that keep the 
stars alight. And they suspect that stars do not die peacefully. It 
appears that man, or whatever he may become, is destined to perish 
not of cold but by fire, and that the earth itself will return, as 
Heraclitus believed, to primordial flame. 

Perhaps three to 10 billion years from now the hydrogen that 
lights our sun will begin to run low, and as it dwindles certain 
dynamic processes will come into play to make the sun grow bright- 
er and hotter. Slowly but steadily, millennium by millennium, the 
temperature on earth will rise until life shrivels and the oceans 
boil away. Yet for countless ages more the scorched and lifeless 
planet will still turn on the grill of the dying sun. Its final immola- 
tion may come in one of several ways. In its death throes the sun 
may swell, at first slowly, then more and more rapidly, evolving 
finally into what astronomers call a “red giant,” somewhat like 
Betelgeuse or Antares—diffuse, distended stars so huge that if 
one were substituted for the sun it would fill the entire orbit of the 
earth. So one by one the nearer planets—Mercury, Venus, Earth 
and perhaps even Mars and Jupiter—would be engulfed in the mon- 
strous, swollen body of the expiring sun. 

But it is also possible that the sun, in its final paroxysm, may 
explode. If it blows up all at once in a single catastrophic explo- 
sion—i.e., if it becomes a “supernova,” like the Star of Bethle- 
hem—the surface of the earth would be vaporized in a matter of 
minutes. But for technical reasons astronomers believe that the 
sun is more likely to become a “nova,” disintegrating in a series 
of partial explosions, each temporarily increasing its luminosity 
10,000 times. Although only about 30 supernovae have been ob- 
served since the dawn of ‘astronomy, at least 30 novae appear in 
our local galaxy each year. 

When the fatal day arrives the sun will hurl forth the outer 
layers of its incandescent atmosphere, disclosing the fearful white 
fires of its core. The first flare of light and heat will bathe the earth 
in deadly radiation just eight minutes after the initial explosion. 
Two days later the atmospheric gases blown from the sun’s surface 
and tumbling outward in all directions at a speed of two million 
mph will envelop our doomed planet in veils of fire, melting the 
rocks and enkindling the very air. The end is best pictured in Rev- 
elation in another of the striking parallels between Biblical and 
modern scientific prophecy: "And the fourth angel poured out his 
vial upon the sun... And men were scorched with great heat... 
and the cities of the nations fell... And every island fled away, and 
the mountains were not found. . . .”

Peter Rabbit’s Birthday 


BEATRIX POTTER’S FAMOUS COTTONTAIL IS 50 AND MISCHIEVOUS AS EVER 


Although few rabbits live more than eight years, this is Peter Rabbit’s 
50th birthday, and he is as lively as ever. In 1902 Peter first appeared in 
public print in a tiny book written and illustrated by Beatrix Potter. As 
a child Beatrix had not been permitted to go to school by her wealthy, 
austere Victorian father. She studied under tutors and played by herself 
with dolls. But in the summer the family usually went to England’s Lake 
t and there Beatrix, a shy but imagi girl, first discovered her 
, half-poetic world of rabbits and chipmunks, ponds and marshes. 
Beatrix acquired a live pet rabbit, called Benjamin Bunny (above). 
After Benjamin died she got another—and named him Peter. Then, when 
Noel Moore, 5-year-old son of her German teacher, became ill, she wrote 
him a story about “Peter Rabbit” and drew pictures to go with it (below). 
Noel loved it, and his delight encouraged Beatrix to expand the story 
into a book. The Tale of Peter Rabbit was rejected by six publishers be- 
fore it was finally printed in 1902 by Warne & Co. 

A lonely spinster of 36, Beatrix fell in love with her publisher, Norman 
Warne. But before they could be married—against her father’s wishes— 
Warne died. During the next 10 years, sad and dejected, Beatrix con- 
tinued to write children’s books. 1913, at 47, she married William 
Heelis, and her literary creativeness came to an end. But the fame of 
Peter Rabbit continued to spread. In the U.S. The Tale of Peter outsold 
all her other books by four to one. By the time of her death in 1943 the 
book had been translated into five languages, had sold several million cop- 
ies and Peter Rabbit had become the most loved animal in all the world.

DREAM OF GLORY COME TRUE 


140-pound Charlie Yeager scores one point, joins Yale immortals 


Charles Lewis Yeager, Yale ’53, was a frus- 
trated gridiron hero, Secretly, like James Thur- 
ber’s Walter Mitty, he dreamed of glory. He 
envisioned himself running for touchdowns 
with the stands cheering and ineffectual tack- 
lers sprawled on the field behind him. But 
Charlie stands only 5 feet 5 and weighs barely 
140 pounds. So he had to be content with be- 
coming student manager, which enabled him 
to rub shoulders with the tall men of Eli while 
collecting their dirty uniforms. 

start of the season Yale’s Coach Jor- 
dan Olivar designed a special play for Yeager. 
It was intended as a gag but Charlie took it 
with deadly seriousness and practiced in his 
spare time. “We're saving you for the Har- 
vard game,” he was told. To be ready if the 
call came, Manager Yeager put himself on the 


roster and drew a uniform bearing the number 
99. By coincidence it was the same worn by a 
Yale man on the official game program (right). 

At half time, shivering with excitement, he 
sneaked under the stands and put on his uni- 
form. He sat unnoticed on the bench as Yale 
kept scoring and the coach kept sending in 
subs. Finally, after Yale’s sixth touchdown, he 
got the call and rushed in to use his special 
play on the try for the extra point. 

No. 99 lined up breathlessly at right end. 
When the ball was snapped he faked like a vet- 
eran, dashed into the end zone. The long prac- 
tice sessions paid off as the ball floated toward 
him. Charlie caught it, scored the point as the 
cheers of thousands hailed a new Yale immor- 
tal. The hapless Harvards, who lost 41-14, re- 
fused to see anything funny about it (p. 140).

The Fine Art of the Hit Tune 


High-brow low-brow Frank Loesser can please connoisseurs and still get rich

RANK LOESSER, the best of the new generation of U.S. popular 
songwriters, the author of all the music and words heard, among 
other places, in the Broadway hit Guys and Dolls and the new 
movie Hans Christian Andersen, is a shrewd but apparently low-brow 
man who talks in slang, avoids polysyllables and thinks of practically 
nothing all day but his song writing profession. 

A slight, dark and fidgety man of 42, he is just as intense and 
singleminded as the compulsive crapshooters for whom he has com- 
posed the songs in Guys and Dolls. When he was 6 years old he w: 
composing words, in the best New York slang of the day, to the 


rhythm of the elevated trains that passed through his neighborhood. 
(He had one set of lyrics for the locals and another for the expresses, 
which clicked over the rails at a different beat.) When he was about 
10 he became aware of the fact that in a chorus of crickets some 
chirp three chirps to the beat while others chirp twice. Since then 
everything he has heard, from steamboat whistles to political oratory, 
has suggested music. 

The whole thing rather mystifies Loesser, who cannot for the life 
of him explain how he happened to become a songwriter or how he 
has composed any of his tunes or lyrics. “They just pop into my

head,” he says. “Of course your head has to be arranged to 
receive them. Some people's heads are arranged so that they 
keep getting colds. I keep getting songs.” 

One night in 1938 Loesser was working late with Hoagy 
Carmichael. trying to find the right lyrics for a tune Carmi- 
chael had composed. Nothing was coming of the effort except 
loss of sleep, and Loesser’s wife decided it was time to shoo 
them to bed. “Two sleepy people like you,” she said, “should 
call it quits.” That was all Loesser needed. The song promptly 
became Two Sleepy People, containing some of his best-known 
lyrics. While writing the songs for Where's Charley?, his first 
Broadway hit and more recently a successful movie, Lesser 
did a little research on Oxford University, the scene of the 
story. He ran across the fact that Oxford possessed a museum 
named “Ashmolean”; the word struck a bell in his head and 
he sat down to compose The New Ashmolean Marching Society

Start near the upper right of this cartoon with Witmark

and Students Conservatory Band, a title peculiar not only for its 
length but also for the fact that it sounds like music even when read 
as prose. While he was working on Guys and Dolls he was delighted 
by a line written for the show by Abe Burrows, who did the story 
and dialog. One of the characters in the show, this line explained, 
was noted for running “the oldest established permanent floating 
crap game in New York.” The bell rang again and Loesser turned the 
line into the title of a song. 


From high- to low-brow 


IHE fact seems to be that Loesser just cannot help composing. To 
f bes this is a blessing. To Loesser himself the blessing is 
mixed. He has been made rich and famous by his songs. On the other 
hand he sometimes seems to be a little ashamed that he has been 
drawn into the profession. His father, an immigrant from Germany, 
was a high-brow music teacher of considerable stature. His brother 
Arthur is high-brow music critic for the Cleveland Press, a frequent

guest pianist with symphony orchestras and a musical scholar of 
considerable fame. In the cultural sense, Loesser is the black sheep 
of the family. 

Sometimes he seems to feel that he has led a completely wasted life. 
“How can a fellow get excited about putting little words on big sheets 
of paper,” he has been heard to say, “when other fellows are invent- 
ing things like penicillin?” At other times he tries rather desperately 
to pretend that high-brows and low-brows are all brothers under the 
skin. “Now you take Bach,” he once said. “When Bach auditioned 
for a job as church organist, what did the boss guy say? Naturally he 
said, in whatever was the popular jargon of the day, ‘Okay, sit down 
and play me some licks.’ Or you take Mozart. Mozart was a hustler 
like anybody else.” 

In all truth Loesser is just as smart as anybody else in the very 
smart family he comes from. The only difference is that, like a lot of 
Americans born of immigrant parents, he has rejected the old for the 
new. His parents and his older brother and sister stuck by the Euro- 
pean culture.

jazz, the movies, the horse-race periodicals and the comic strips. 
Even so, he did not know until he was 24 whether he was really 
a high-brow or a low-brow. At that time he was already ambitious 
to make his name in the popular song field, but he was trying to 
write low-brow songs in a high-brow manner. As he puts it now, 
“A girl who's got a mink coat will make a point of wearing it unless 
the weather is so hot it actually smothers her. I had known a little 
bit about Mozart, Haydn and Beethoven since I was 7, and I made 
a point of showing it. I was a big snob. I liked popular music and 
wanted to create it, but I wanted to be a big show writer without 
stooping over and hitting the public in the belly.” 

4 Loesser came under the influence of a man named Carey 
Morgan, who was producing vaudeville acts and composing songs 
for them. (He is now in the typewriter business, which has been 
doing better than vaudeville lately.) Morgan had a wide knowledge 
of all kinds of music, both popular and classical, but he took a 
highly pragmatic attitude toward tunes of all kinds. As Loesser 
tells it, I used to sit in his studio and listen to him play opera 
on the piano, with running comments as he went along. I'll never 
forget the day he was playing the opera Tosca for me. When he got 
to the crucial part he said, ‘Now listen carefully here. This is where 
they kill the $.0.B.’” This low-brow appreciation of a high-brow 
art unlocked Loesser’s talent. He went on to become perhaps the 
most high-brow writer of low-brow songs in history. As Loesser’s 
4 Abe Burrows puts it, “The bane of the song-writing indus- 
illiteracy. What makes Frank unique is his astounding in- 
telligence.”” 
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The dreary rhymesters 


URROWS means that the average modern songwriter isa very 
dreary fellow. If a tunesmith, he spends his days listening to 
ithe old classicists and to his modern betters, and by changing a 
note here and there manages to create something that sounds 
slightly new and, at least to his own crude ear, not too difficult to 
hum. if a lyricist, he spends hours poring over a rhyming diction- 
ary and comes up with the amazing discovery that “June” can be 
matched with “moon.” Taken by and large, the music which 
comes over modern jukeboxes and disk jockey programs is about as 
bad as has ever been sung by a civilization which has progressed

beyond the tomtom stage. It lacks the erudition and endless vari- 
ety of the classic composers; it lacks the naive sincerity of folk 
tunes; it cannot even compare to the blues composed by American 
Negroes barely out of slavery and unable to read a note. In short, 
most modern music is simply dreadful, and the modern music in- 
dustry is geared to this fact. 

What really counts in making a hit tune is the advertising, which 
accounts for the phenomenon of the song plugger. There are about 
600 song pluggers in the U.S.; they have their own union; they 
are powerful enough to bar all outsiders; and they command fee 
ranging up to $35,000 a year plus unlimited expense accounts. 
Their job is to persuade the record companies to use songs put out 
by their publishing houses and the rafio station disk jockeys to 
play the records. In going about this task they never talk about the 
quality of the songs. They simply exude charm, do favors, buy 
gifts, throw parties and in general make themselves agreeable in 
the most obsequious and obvious way. They make life very happy 
indeed for the recording executive, the singers, the band leader and 
most especially the disk jockeys all over the country—and in so 
doing they often work the most outrageous tunes right up to the 
top of the Hit Parade. If tomorrow you can rewrite Three Blind 
Mice, changing one of the natural notes to a sharp, and giving it 
some bright new title like / Love You,* the chances are that any 
good song plugger, provided he deigns to work for you at all and 
that you can afford him, will have you on the Hit Parade by winter. 


Lyries by a third-grader 


HANKS to the generally low level of music writing, most lay- 

men think that a child could produce lyrics for popular songs, 
though not the tunes. After all, the lyrics are made up mostly of 
words familiar to any third-grader. Moreover it takes only a fe 
words, usually somewhere between a minimum of 80 and a maxi- 
mum of 150, to comprise an entire song. Looking at it one way, the 
whole song writing industry, which produces perhaps 1,500 new 
popular numbers a year, requires only about 150,000 words. This 
is roughly the length of a longish novel, which a prolific author

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AMATEUR ARTIST Loesser works at his easel while wife looks on. He is a

The fact is, however, that a good lyric is one of the most difficult 
art forms in the world. Loesser, who been writing lyrics for 20 
years and his own tunes for about 10, feels that the lyrics actually 
come harder than the tunes. The reason is that the words have to 
nt logic and realism, whereas the tunes can be put together 

ly from any combination of notes which please the ear. 

“The notes 

don’t make any sense to a professional musician. But there it is, a 
big hit. You might hear a noon whistle getting into high gear some 
it sounds just right; you put the notes on paper, and you've 

hit. But you can’t write a lyric by sticking a hatpin through 


Even the brevity of the lyric, which seems so congenial at first 
glance, poses a problem, Alihough the layman assumes otherwise, 
every professional writer soon dis- 

covers that it is easier to write a 

good long story than a good short 

on half-hour speech than a five- 

minute speech or a sonnet than a 

two-line couplet. The 80 to 150 

words allowed by the popular song 

form are hardly room enough for 

most writers to set the scene, much 

less develop a beginning and still 

less come to a middle or end. (Any 

editor will be glad to testify that 

many well-paid writers can hardly 

say “hello” in 80 words.)

At this very special kind of mi- 
croengraving, Loesser has no peers. A good example of his work 
is the song Make a Miracle, from Where's Charley? A more com- 
plex set of lyrics can hardly be imagined. Within the first few bars 
of this duet for male and female, before he can even get going 
about his business, Loesser must establish that 1) the time is the 
1890s, 2) a young man is asking his girl to marry him and 3) the 
girl is too preoccupied to pay any attention to his proposal because 
she has been reading an exciting book of predictions on what sci- 
ence will accomplish in the 20th Century. 

In what must be the most economical use of language since 
Genesis, Loesser accomplishes this with 40 well-chosen words. He 
then goes on to run through a gay capsule history of recent scien- 
tific miracles: the radio, automobile, fountain pen, airplane and 
electric light, not to mention such less scientific developments as 
the breakfast cereal with sound effects and the short skirt and 
plunging neckline. While breezing merrily through this recital, he 
manages to inject a few bits of trenchant social observation and 
criticism. He points out that the use of airplanes has often degen- 
erated into sending them flitting through the skies “spelling out 
their slogans” like “Buy a Beer at Hogan's.” In an aside of just six 
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words, he gently chides the British for the nasal stuffiness pro- 
duced by their damp climate. In another aside of just four words, 
he complains about the high cost of psychoanalysis. 

To most lyric writers, even the best, all this would seem more 
than enough for a three-minute song. To Loesser it is only the 
beginning. Packed into his lyrics is a good deal of character study. 
Loesser makes it clear that the young man singing his song is a con- 
servative steak-and-kidney-pie Englishman who wears his rubbers 
when it rains but also has a rakish streak which makes him consider 
the short skirt and bare front the most desirable of all conceivable 
20th Century developments. Loesser also conveys very vividly the 
yous man’s growing impatience as the girl continues to interrupt 

im. Then, at the very end, to the listener's complete surprise, 

everything is wrapped up by the girl's suddenly agreeing to the 
marriage. 

In short, Loesser has created a little gem of stage setting, char- 
acterization, narrative, historical and social commentary, with some 
anthropology thrown in for good measure, and all without stray- 
ing from the beat of the music or resorting to a single impure 
rhyme. To be sure, Make a Miracle is a show tune and a little longer 
than the average popular song. But nonetheless it is a miracle of 
mental shorthand, Congress could do worse than pass a law requir- 
ing every after-dinner speaker to study Make a Miracle for an hour 
levery day. 

To create such a successful literary vignette, a man must natu- 
lrally be quite a knowledgeable fellow. This is where Loesser's high- 
brow origins serve him well. He 
knows a little bit, although some- 
times not very much, about prac- 
tically every matter mentioned in 
ithe Encyclopaedia Britannica. As 
lhe himself puts it, “I’m not an 

uthority, but I am unauthorita- 
‘ive on a vast number of sub- 
jects.” Moreover he is highly 
pinionated and will argue about 
nything in the world. He will 
gue with equal heat on either 
ide, “I am a man of great con- 
ictions,” he says,“ all of which 
‘ep changing every hour.” 

His songs always have a cer- 
ain intensity that gives them a 
niversal quality. When the bell 
ings in his head, and a song 
omes out, the bells ring almost 
verywhere. He can point up and 
xploit such common human ex- 
eriences as the fact that lovers 
ho stay up too late almost in- 
ariably run out of cigarets (Two 
Veepy People), that women are 
lonely in wartime (They're Kither 
‘00 Young or Too Old) and that 
Infantrymen get damn tired of 
arching (What Do You Do in the Infantry). As the greatest expo- 
ent of the contrapuntal duet like Make a Miracle or his even more 
famous Baby, It’s Cold Outside, he has recognized the fact that in 
‘eal life conversations people often interrupt one another in mid- 
entence and thus has created more realistic dialog than even such 
oted tape recorder authors as Hemingway and John O'Hara. 

His Adelaide's Lament, in Guys and Dolls, is one of the most re- 
arkable songs ever written, Unfortunately it is a little too racy to 
e played on the radio; moreover, its lyrics are not completely 
intelligible outside the context of the show; therefore it is not 
idely known. But in this song, besides providing a good tune and 
lome lyrics that produce laughs at every performance, Loesser has 
In a way crystallized the whole modern flavor of what some people 
all love and others call the battle of the sexes. Adelaide, as people 
‘ho have seen the show will remember, is a nightclub blonde who 
lor 14 years has been engaged in what might charitably be called a 
‘ommon-law marriage with a Broadway gambler. She wants to 
legalize it; he doesn’t. So what does she do? In more primitive 
lays, as recorded in Frankie and Johnny, she would have pulled 
ut a gun and shot him. But times have changed, and even chorus 
irls are more inhibited nowadays. As Loesser so shrewdly has ob- 
jerved, this is an era of quiet and polite respectability, even on the 
fringes. Instead of shooting her wayward lover, Adelaide simply 
levelops a psychosomatic cold. No modern-day philosopher or 
sychologist has ever put it more succinctly. 


LOESSER, 6, romped barefoot at 
some now forgotten summer resort. 
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The fact is that Loesser, in going low-brow, has become an acute 
student of modern Americana, perhaps out of a sense of guilt for 
his wasted cultural opportunities. No matter when he goes to bed, 
he is up and about at 7:30 a.m., showered, shaved and dressed fit 
for dinner at any fashionable restaurant. (He fumes incessantly 
about the fact that nobody else in show business can be roused at 
that hour, or if roused by ruse, is too sleepy to talk sense.) He 
disdains all conventional time-wasting pastimes, such as a day at 
the beach or fishing, and concentrates on going places where he 
can hear and learn things. (His tastes run from crapshooting to 
the collection of modern French art. Everything is grist for his 
mill.) Besides writing tunes and lyrics, he can also paint quite well 
and has a woodworking shop in which he turns out excellent 
replicas of French provincial furniture. He knows enough law to 
make out his own contracts and he runs his own music publishing 
firm because he cannot find anyone able to do it better. Once, 
when he had driven a particularly hard bargain for his services 
with a movie company, the head man said, “Frank, let me know 
when you get tired of writing songs. I'll make you the studio 
finance manager.” 

He is married, as one might susp 
fine and very blond singer whose maiden name was Lynn Garland, 
She criticizes his work freely and is a constant] lable expert 
on how much range and versatility can be expected of the popular 
singer’s voice. He has two children, a boy and girl, on whom he 
tried out the children’s songs which are now being heard in Hans 
Christian Andersen. In Hollywood he belongs to a peculiar and 
tiny group of modern artists—the best low-brow playwrights, the 
best movi enarists and directors, the best creators of radio and 
television shows—who, since they are not considered to be artists 
at all in the high-brow sense, are {ree to get around and learn what 
life is really like in the U. 

Who knows? We may, in America, have the makings of a whole 
new art form. Rodgers and Hammerstein, in musicals like Okla- 
homa! and South Pacific, seem to be creating a kind of folk opera. 
Loesser, in Guys and Dolls, has helped create another kind of 
musical, a pungent running commentary on modern society. Our
